During the present recall campaign, the fire department has 
not been an issue, and it was intended that is should be left out of 
it, until Jay W. Stevens of San Francisco state fire marshal, appeared 
at the meeting of the Lions club yesterday’ making a political speech 
and attempting to tell the people of Richmond that they should do 
as he told them, and not what their best judgment dictated. 


It will be remembered that in’May Stevens and some fire chiefs 
about the bay, held a days inquiry in Richmond as to conditions in 
the fire department, and on May 27th brought in a report in which 
twelve members of the department were “scorched” and their in- 
stant dismissal demanded. 


A majority of the council, without any consideration, immediat- 
ely adopted the report, and the 12 men thrown out of their 
positions, without even being given the courtesy of a hearing. 


There are facts in connection with this matter that the people 
of Richmond are entitled to know. 


Here are some of the things in the Stevens report that were 
said about the firemen: 


“Many of the officers were found to be incompetent 
guilty of conduct unbecoming officers of the department, and 
absolutely unfit for the responsible positions they now fill.” 


“Some of those who have been in the service for many 
years have made little or no attempt to improve themselves 
so far as their training and general knowledge of fire depart- 
ment affairs are concerned, and have failed to conduct them- 
selves and their commands in such a manner as to give effici- 
ent service.

After these men were branded as just above quoted, what 
happened?. .The fire department was crippled to such an extent 
that it could not function, but these same men offered their services 
to the city, so as to protect the property of the taxpayers from fire. 


....Everything that has happened since the adoption of what is 
known as the Stevens report, wonld indicate that the statements in: 
the report were wrong, and that a great injustice had been done 
the discharged men. 


But at no time have the members of the council who voted to 
discharge the men, without even a hearing, made one move to right

The world is divided into leaders and followers and always 
Swill be. One of the qualities that makes a leader is fervor of | 
belicf. It is supported by sincerity of opinion and it goes far. ! 
‘All of us like to be led at times, even those outstanding ones who 
‘do a great deal of leading. 

Three kinds of leading) are important. The highest type | 
is truce leading in religion. The religious leader must have fervor 
to a remarkable degree and a capacity for expression, whether in 
words or deeds. The political leader is an important one, with j 
periodic crusades, and often, Lut not often enough, he joins forces 
with leaders in religion, tor his desire is to better people in their 
lives. 

The third great type of leadership is in education. Education 
includes both learning and tcaching. Readers in education may be 
seekers after knowledge rather than those who impart it. Tne 
scientist is a‘leader of thought, whether -he digs among test tubes 
and text books or searches the heavens with a telescope on the 
cne hand, or transmits knowledge thus gained to beginners. 

Back of all true leadership there is the inlefinable powerful

of humanity, there are honestly and corruptly mistaken causes, but

We have been asked why some ministers of the gospel be- 
come active in politics.

If more 
men with the high ideals of the preacher would interest themselves 
in politics we would hear less about the often unworthy fervor of 
the politican, and it could not be said that politics is a crime or a 
shame or a dirty unlovely mess.
